Some of the firms 
which manufacture it are almost 200 years 
in existence. Some of them have branches 
in every continent. 


A Home Product 


There is much talk of home products, 
and’ the fact that they ought to be 
supported for patriotic reasons, 
forward patriotism as a reason for using 
linen is almost, however, like contending 
that we ought to eat food because of the 
exercise it gives our jaw bone. We ought 
to use linen because it is the best possible 
product of its type, and because we cannot 
obtain any substitute half so serviceable. 
Linen is not cheap. That does not 
mean that it is impossible to obtain bar- 
gains; but you must pay a fair price for 
linen. You will be repaid. It will last 
four times as long as the best alternative 
costing half the price.

Linen’s Advantages 
“Linen fabrics’’—to quote the Encyclo- 
yedia Britannica (and the article is not 


}by an Irishman)—‘‘ have several advan- 


tages over cotton, resulting principally 
from the microscopic structure and length 
of the flax fibre. 
“The cloth is much smoother and more 
lustrous than cotton cloth, and, present- 
ing a less ‘woolly’ surface, it does not 
soil so readily, nor absorb and retain 
moisture so freely, as the more spongy 
cotton ; and it is at once a cool, clean and 
healthful material for bed-sheeting and 
clothing. 
‘** Bleached linen, starched and dressed, 
possesses that unequalled purity, gloss anv' 
smoothness which make it alone the 
material suitable for shirt-fronts, collars 
and wrist-bands; and the gossamer 
delicacy, yet strength, of the thread it 
may be spun into fits it for the fine lace- 
making to which it is devoted. Flax is 
a slightly heavier material than cotton. 
while its strength is about double.” . 
In this article I have been asin 
concerned with linen in its household 
applications; but it may be remarked in 
assing that for men linen shirts and 
ieee handkerchiefs are the last word in 
appearance, while the material wears 
almost indefinitely. 


Varied Prices 


Women’s handkerchiefs in linen can be 
obtained in even greater variety of 

ualities, sizes and types than men’s. 
they may be obtained from some men 
a dosn up to several guineas each. 
Personally, I would regard it as sacri- 
legious to blow my nose on a handkerchief 
that cost several guineas, but everyone, of 
course, to his or her taste. 
One of the reasons for the excellence of 
linen is the great amount of trouble taken 
in its manufacture. This is particularly 
so of the bleaching and finishing processes, 
which, in the case of many linen 
textures, are laborious undertakings. 
Bleaching and finishing are two of the 
most important branches of the industry. 
They follow the processes of spinning and 
weaving. 

It is unnecessary in this article to dwell 


factured—the scutching, hackling, pre- 
paring, spinning, bleaching and weaving. 
Each and every one of them, however, has 
been so thoroughly mastered in this 
country that Irish linen is accepted 
throughout the world as without a peer. 


Some History 


The manufacture of linen was from the 
earliest times until the end of the 
eighteenth century one of the most exten- 
sively practised domestic industries of 
European countries, It received a con- 
siderable eclipse when cotton-spinning 
machinery was invented, and was steadily 
forced into special localities where the 
further encroachments of cotton were 
successfully resisted. 

Flax-spinning machinery—flax fibre is 
the basis of all linen—gradually made an 
appearance, but some considerable time 
elapsed before the fibre was properly 
adapted for the machines. 

France was one of the countries to 
suffer from the progress of the cotton in- 


To put }dustry, and in 1810 Napoleon I. offered 


1,000,000 francs to any inventor who 
should devise the best machinery for the 
spinning of flax yarn. In the meantime 
the linen industry had been introduced

During the eighteenth century a Board 
of Linen Trustees appointed by the 
Government, and with headquarters in 
Dublin, supervised the industry. ‘ A. 
horde of inspectors and _ sealmasters,’’ 
commented the late Mr. J. H. Stirling, 
“showed the activity and intelligence 
which might be expected from Government 
officials."’ 

It is not accepted without question that 
the Linen Board contributed to the better 
establishment or growth of the industry. 
In spite of its «fforts the linen trade made 
no progress in parts of the country, and 
the fact that the industry became localised 
to some extent does not seem to have been 
the fault or the achievementef the Board. 
The trade sdleveloped more quickly when 
the Board ceased operating in 1828. 


Steam Introduced 

Soon after this the first steam-driven 
spinning inill for flax was established in 
Ireland. ‘The use of steam-power in the 
weaving branch came later. Hand-woven 
cloths were still produced, however, and 
up to the present day hand-production is 


used for a few specialities. 
The power loom made great strides dur- 
ing the decade from 1850 to 1860, and

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UNION'S THREAT TO 
ASSISTANCE BOARD

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The meeting of the Dublin Board oí 
Assistance was held yesterday at the offices 
of the Dublin Union, Mr. P. 8, Doyle, T.D., 
Chairman, presiding. 

A report was received from Mr. J. P. Duffy, 
clerk of works, on coal values. It state 
that anthracite ‘‘ breakage ’’ had been found 
unsuitable for firing of the main steam 
boilers.. Owing to the large ash content and 
formation of clinker, constant cleaning out of 
fires was required and more frequent closing 
down of boilers for cleaning of flues, etc. 

Recent tests carried out with Silesian house 
coal showed that considerably less cleaning 
was required, and that the ash content was 
practically nil, There was also a reduction 
in the weekly consumption. As the present 
contract for anthracite ‘‘ breakage’’ had now 
expired, the clerk of works suggested that 
the Board should invite tenders for the supply 
of suitable steam coal. 

Dr. Dwyer said that he did not want it 
thought that they were antagonistic to Irish 
coal. They had given it a fair trial. 

The Board decided to advertise for 750 tons 
of steam coal. 

The Chairman mentioned that there were 
3,012 inmates in the institution. As this 
was 100 more than at the same time last 
year, he considered it an alarming :nciease.

Ju was reported that during the week end- 
ing December 15 vouchera were issued in 
the Dublin Union area for 24,847 lbs. of free 
beef.

Statistics just gs by the Department 
Íor Industry and Commerce reveal that. the 
outputs of several Free State industries show 
a «accord in 1932, as compared with those 
of the previous year. 

In the coach, wagon and motor body-build- 
ing industry (which included the construction 
of motor vehicles) the total value of products 
and work done in the year under review was 
£562,425, as compared with £1,064.436 in 
1931. The biggest drop was in the” pro- 
duction of parts and accessories for vehicles, 
which declined from £632,047 to £133,718 in 
1932. The value. of the net output—after 
deducting the cost of materials, fuel, light, 
packing and amounts paid to other firms far 
work done—was £247,142 in 1932. It was 
£595,337 a year before. 

The wages earned by 718 wage-earners in 
the industry totalled £238,164, as compared 
with £375,229 paid to 781 persons in the pre- 
vious year. 

The total output of the engineering and 
implement trades fell from 533 in 1931 
to £265,040 in the year under review; the 
net output being stated at £177,802 in 1932, 
as against £194,551. The amounts paid in 
wages fell from £103,784 to £91,849. . 

The tobacco industry’s production totalled 
£5,438,315 in 1932; in the year before it was 
£5,744,762. The net output was £1,461,867 
and £1,256,543 in 1931 and 1932, respectively. 
Wages also showed a decline, and amounted 
to £228,997 (1931) and £195,731 in the year 
under review. 

In the clothing industr (wholesale 
factories) the gross output—the total value 
of the products—was up, and amounted to 
£1,445,264 in 1932, as compared’ with 
£1,348,233 a year before. The costs of 
materials, fuel, light and packing, however, 
increased, with the result that the net output, 
£657,240, was £3,716 lower than in 1931. The 
number of persons engaged in the indusiry 
had risen from 6,611 in 1931 to 7.326, and 
the amounts paid in wages were £344,556 and 
£556,341 in the respective years,

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UNKNOWN TRIBES 


DISCOVERED IN NEW 
GUINEA 


Hitherto unknown tribes, possibly number- 
ing 100,000, have been discovered in New 
Guinea, and this has led to the consideration 
of remarkable developments in missionary 
methods by the Australian Board of Missions, 
writes Reuter from Melbourne. They are 
thinking of establishing a mission station 
MN the tribes, and this would mean that 
aeroplanes would have to be used to main- 
tain contact with it. Such a step would be 
one of the most striking developments in 
modern missionary lasta 

The area inhabited by the newly-discovered 
tribes lies behind the Edie Creek goldfields, 
and extends along the plasteau at the head of 
Ram River to Mount Hagen, further west. 
The natives appear to have been little in- 
fluenced by contact with outside tribes. They 
live in large villages at an altitude of more 
than 5,000 feet. The tribesmen still use 
stone axes, and their principal weapon is a 
bow and arrow. In some parts the natives 
live in rectangular houses and have extensive 
drained gardens. Inter-tribal warfare is 
constant in this area. 

To reach white people engaged in gold- 
mining in New Guinea the Australian Board 
of Missions has an outpost at Wau, where 
a chaplain is stationed. If*the Board, at its 
meeting in Melbourne shortly, decides to ex- 
tend its work to embrace the tribes, the 
Anglican Church in England has promised to

Then the growing crowd was harangued by 
Nazi party leaders, and Lippold’s '' crime 
against the people ” was carefully explained. 
Lippold was charged with ‘hoarding ' staple 
articles of food end erence Ó Though posses- 
sing a personal fortune of 1,200,000 marks 
(£100,000) he was alleged to have “ munifi- 
cently presented the Nazi Winter Relief 
canvassers with exactly one pound of barley- 

rits.”” The demonstration closed with cries 
of: ** Heil Hitler!’ and of “ Victory, victory, 
victory !”' | 

No disorder attended the demonstration. 
Following the cheers, the crowd dispersed as 
it hed come, in columns of four.

Irish Lace 


Some old specimens of Limerick lace 
which I was shown recently set me 
wondering (writes a correspondent) why 
our industrial enthusiasts do not turn 
their attention to some of those occupa- 
tions which were once of considerable im- 
portance in Ireland. Lace-making, for 
instance, was at one time quite a profit- 
able business, and the fabrics produced 
Carrickmacross, Cork, 
Inishmacsaint and other places became 
known throughout the world. It is 
nearly two hundred years since Lady 
Arabella Denny obtained an annual 
grant of £30 from the Royal Dublin 
Society for the encouragement of art 
needlework -in Ireland. She taught 
Irish girls to imitate Venetian lace, and 
the industry was carried on until 1778, 
when the grant ceased. After that date 
no lace seems to have been made in Ire- 
land until 1820, when the manufacture of 
appliqué and guipure lace was begun at 
Carrickmacross. In 1829 Mr. Walker 
brought twenty-four girls from England 
and founded the famous lace industry of 
Limerick, introducing tambour lace, es 
well as the Carrickmacross varieties. 
Conditions after the famine period made 
some profitable kind of home occupation 
essential, and lace-making developed 
rapidly through the country. The nuns 
of the Ursuline Convent at Blackrock, 
Co. Cork, developed the lace industry in 
the Southern capital. Miss Ellis, of 
Ardee, introduced pearl-tatting, and 
Irish crochet became a feature of the 
Iondon Exhibition of 1851. 
facture of Rose point and Greek point 
lace was begun at Inishmacsaint, a 
barren district on the southern shores of 
Lough Erne, in 1849, and about the same 
time the nuns of the Presentation Order 
at Youghal taught their pupils the art of 
making Irish point lace. 


A Vanishing Industry 


It is true that the manufacture of hand. 
made lace has been largely discouraged by 
the introduction of machinery, but the 
quality of machine-made lace is far 
inferior to that produced by the individual 
worker. Irish point lace is very difficult 
to imitate by machinery, and the difference 
between the hand-made and the machine- 
made product is easily detected by an 
expert. There is no reason, however, why 
the two methods should not supplement 
each other, since the more elaborate forms 
of art needlework could still be produced 
by hand, while the simple varieties, such 
as pillow-lace, could be made by machinery. 
‘About fifty years ago a definite decline 
seems to have taken place in Irish lace- 
making. It is said that some of the 
workers began to make inferior articles 
for small profits, and, once the habit set 
in, it soon led to general deterioration. 
Other causes which may have contributed 
since were the changes in rural] life, due 
to an increasing variety of interests, and 
the fact that modern feminine fashions 
do not seem to call for elaborate orna- 
mentation. Nevertheless, it would be a 
pity if this delicate art, which must have 
wakened a sense of beauty in many of 
those who practised it, should eventually 
be represented by a few museum speci- 
mens, 


Vegetables

A woman correspondent writes :—The 
new Commission which is being set up to 
deal with the vegetable and fruit trade 
will be welcomed by women, if it succeeds 
in improving the conditions under which 
cabbages, celery and cauliflowers are 
offered for sale. I know of women who 
eliminate celery, for instance, entirely 
from their menus because of the amount 
of cleansing it needs before use: in flats, 
where kitchen and scullery accommoda- 
tion is limited, this is not so unimportant 
a detail as it might seem. There is so 
much waste, too, sold with most of our 
vegetables, and flat dwellers have not the 
means for its disposal that persons have 
who live in whole houses and own gardens. 
I wish our producers and distributors 
could see the way in which these com- 
modities are offered for sale on the Con- 
tinent: one is tempted almost to pur- 
chase and eat them on the spot. I 
remember so vividly a long line of vege- 
table and other stalls along the river bank 
in Lyons. To me—so unaccustomed to 
neatly-tied bundles of spotless celery, to 
the many varieties of lettuce, and un- 
familiar vegetables, all so wonderfully 
clean-looking and appetising—the whole 
scene was memorable, and I longed to 
have such scope and choice for my daily 
marketing at home. Perhaps, the day is 
not far off, however, when we shall cease 
to see cabbages stacked on the pavement 
outside shops, or being trodden underfoot 
on the floor inside—all their stale and

Free Beef 


I understand from a friend who has 
taken some interest in the new scheme for 
the distribution of free beef that the 
recipients are not quite as enthusiastic as 
might have been expected.

It appears 
that the more delicate cuts are not bola 
distributed, and, consequently, those who 
have not been accustomed to eating beef— 
especially elderly people with unsound 
teeth or none—find the food so difficult to 
masticate that it does not agree with them. 
Primitive cooking arrangements do not 
tend to improve matters, since it is a 
well-known fact that the tender filleted 
steak in .the expensive restaurant is 
usually the chef’s masterpiece. It is not, 
therefore, surprising that attempts are 
already being made to exchange the gift 
for something else. Some of the recipients 
would like a little whiskey, or even 
tobacco, while a large number make no 
secret of the fact that they would like the 
money instead, which is exactly what the 
farmer was trying to get before the scheme 
came into operation. It looks, therefore, 
as if the grant of free beef would need to 
be supplemented by free dental attendance 
and free cooking lessons, Even if these 
additions were provided, it is doubtful 
whether something more would not still 
be required, since the appetite for such 
concessions has been awakened.

For the spirit of enterprise shown by 
the management of the Savoy Cinema in 
arranging for a daily matinée for children 
or a period of a week beginning next 
Friday I find much praise everywhere. 
Parents, however, are mingling their 
compliments with regrets. The hour fixed 
—two o'clock till three—they say, is not 
the best suited for children who are at 
school five out of the six week days, All 
schools will not close from Friday, Most 
school-going children, they point out, are 
not released until 2.40, and, of course, 
most of the schools are situated at long 
distances from the Savoy, and these 
factors will prevent many parents or other 
escorts of younger children from taking 
advantage of the opportunity given them 
by the cinema management. No doubt, 
the management would find difficulty in 
arranging for a later hour, and there are 
many children to whom neither the time 
fixed nor distance will prove an obstacle ; 
but it is a pity that even minor defects 
like these should mar so commendable a 
plan as the Savoy’s. I do not know 
whether parents and teachers have been 
consulted about these arrangements, but 
so long as Dublin lacks something in the 
nature of a juveniles’ theatre and cinema, 
the policy adopted by the Savoy seems to 
me worthy of encouragement.

It was in Ireland that organised property 
surveying began.

een a ha one for the country, for it 
provided all the published series from the 
one field survey. 

In regard to levelling, Captain Mew said 
that the datum for Ireland was fixed at the 
level of a low water spring tide, observed at 
Poolbeg Lighthouse, in Dublin Bay, on the 
8th April, 1837.

In the mountainous regions of 
West Cork, West Galway, West Mayo, and 
South Kerry there were districts in which 
contours of the heights mentioned had been 
done by means of a water level and pris- 
matic compass, and so, in these districts, the 
contours were not available on the six-inch 
scale, but were published on the smaller 
scale maps only. 

Captain Mew, speaking of aerial photo- 
graphy, said that he was convinced that the 
use of aerial photographs, with suitable 
instruments, promised the possibility of 
carrying out revision in all but mountainous 
country, in-a way that would leave it neces- 
sary only to do the final revision on the 
ground, and that, therefore, :t wonld lead 
to an increase in the speed of the revision of 
the maps.

The coming production of Handel's 
‘‘Messiah’’ in Dublin will bring to the 
minds of Dubliners who still remember him 
the name of Mr. Joseph Robinson. He 
founded the “ Antient Concerts’’ in 1834, 
where many of the works of old masters 
were produced: Mendelssohn's '' Elijah”’ in 
1847, the year after its first production at 
Birmingham; the ‘‘Hymn of Praise” and 
the “St. Paul’ were both given at early 
dates. In 1853 Mr. Robinson assembled at 
the International Exhibition 1,000 performers, 
the largest band and chorus brought to Ire- 
mae up to that time, and produced a fine 
effect. 

In 1859 for the Handel centenary he gave 
the “ Messiah,” with sey Lind and Belletti 
among the principals. t the cessation of 
the “ Antient Concerts’’ there was no society 
to attempt systematically the perms of 
great works. To remedy this Mr. Robinson 
trained a chorus and established, in 1876, the 
Dublin Musical Society. Three concerts were 
given each year, and great choral works, new 
and old, were produced in the splendid con- 
cert hall at Earlsfort terrace, then owned by 
the Royal University. 

Including the famous production of the 
“ Messiah,” choral music as an indigenous 
activity began with the four Robinson 
brothers, Frank, William, John and Joseph, 
all natives of and resident in Dublin, and 
all Cathedral men, where the tradition and 
standard of chorai excellence has always 
been kept alive in our city. 

The year 1934 is drawing to a close, and 
one might be permitted to hark back a cen- 
tury to 1834, in which year in the month of 
June the beautiful tenor voice of the eldest 
Robinson brother, Frank, was heard to great 
effect in a principal part at the Musical Festi- 
yal at Westminster Abbey, and the youngest 
brother, Joseph, in the same year; then 19 
years of age, founded the ‘‘Antient Concerts” 
for the greater glory of music and for the 
city he loved.

USEFULNESS OF ALMONERS 


he need for strong social service units in 
Dublin and the Free State was stressed by 
Dr. T. G. Moorhead, speaking at the annual 
meeting of the Pembroke Social Union 
yesterday. 

He said that there was a great opening for 
social service carried on by trained workers, 
and pointed out the usefulness of almoners, 
who, if they worked voluntarily, should be 
as conscientious as those who, being 
attached to hospitals, were in some instances 

id officials. Almoners were not only the 

eads of social unions, but were very much 
concerned with the welfare of patients after 
leaving hospital, . 

Dr. Moorhead explained the course 
established in Trinity College for social 
service workers, which occupied fifteen. 
months and gave a sound training to any- 
ES anxious to contribute to such a social 
need. 

Social workers were helpful to blind 
persons, of whom in Ireland there were four 
to five thousand living in their own homes. 

Miss Long, Secretary to the Civic Institute, 
urged that inspectors should be appointed in 
connection with the new housing schemes. 
Otherwise, she said, the slum_ conditions 
which they were striving to have removed 
would be repeated in part. 

The Secretary of the Union (Mr. Brian 
Rose) urged the practical side of the social 
work, and — for greater effort by the 
younger people, . 

Ír. Manning Robertson, who preside:l, 
gave an explanation of the social work done 
in the Netherlands, where, by special train- 
ing schools, persons leaving the slums for 
new houses were encouraged in cleanliness.

nearly 50 per cent. 

Miss Pilkington, of the Jews’ Society, 
16 Harcourt street, has arrived in Warsaw, 
where she has volunteered for work among 
the Jews.

N spite of the constant insistence by the

- The introduction of nationalism and the 
consequent pre-occupation with politics was 
drawing men’s attention away from the pur- 
ba for which they were created, and waa 
ikely to prove the most serious enemy that 
the Church in si ae 7 Arai Scag 
Originating among the false theories an, 
the idea of nationalism and the principle of 
the State as an independent and completely 
sovereign entity came to Ireland under the 
cloak of patriotism during the struggle for 
self-government. 


PATRIOTISM SECONDARY 


This false principle gained a grip on the 
Jrish imagination, for v few people were 
capable o diocelahinatlion. hobáin patriotism 
and nationalism. Patriotism was a laudable 
emotion, and but for it the “gas would 
hardly have the measure of self-government 
which they have at present. 

Patriotism, however, considered Mr. Bruni- 
cardi, is a scconda matter, and the 
exaltation of that secondary’ matter was known 
as ‘‘materialism.” This materialism, he 
thought, is likely to prove the misfortune of 
Treland, both as a nation and as a Catholic 
people, The allowing of a principal matter 
to be eclipsed by a Jess important one is 
more likely to be Ireland’s undoing than is 
Communism. 

The restoration of lost spiritual and in- 
tellectual balance, Mr. Brunicardi held, was 
the obiect of Catholic Action at the present 
time, The country people had kept Ireland’s 
faith alive from century to century, and he 
considered that. it was now time for the 
city populations to take the lead in putting 
the faith into action.

BROTHER DESCRIBES ACCIDENT 


x—- 


Father John O'Connor, C.C., of Delgany, 
who had been on duty at the. well shat 
since last Saturday afternoon, was the first 
witness called, He said that on Sunda 
evening last he went down the well shaft 
aud spoke to O'Leary. On Monday he was 
in constant conversation with him through 
a speaking tube from 11 in the morning until 
all communication was cut off at about 2.35 
the same afternoon. He was the last per- 
son to speak to the dying man. 

A graphic description of the caving-in of 
the well side om his. brother was given by 
Patrick O'Leary. On Saturday afternoon 
at about 3.30, he said, he went with his 
brother to effect some repairs to the air 
eave of the pump in the yard of Kilquade 

ouse. 

“ My brother went down the well on a 
ladder, which was fastened at the top by a 
rope, [ remained at the well top, and 
after about ten minutes I heard a rumblin 
noise. My brother shouted ‘ Pall me up.’ 
tried to do so. but it was too late. I looked 
down the shaft and saw the side had caved 
in, ‘The earth fell so quickly that I could 
see where the ladder was.” He im- 
mediately ran for help. 


ATTEMPTS TO RESCUE - 


Superintendent O'Reilly, of Bray, said 
that he received a report of the accident on 
Jast Saturday evening, and arrived on the 
scene at 11 p.m. Attempts were then being 
made to reseue Q’Leary, and Christepher 
Redmond, George Gammel and Patrick 
Burne, and others, had then succeeded in 
removing the loose earth and stones in the 
well shaft as far down as the shoulders of 
O'Leary, who was then jammed 20 feet from 
the surface.. Efforts were made to remove 
stones which were pressing on the man’s 
chest. This was later done. and it was 
then thought that he could be hauled up. It 
was discovered, however, that his left arm 
was caught firmly between a ladder stretch- 
ing perpendicularly down the shaft behind 
the man’s back, and a second ladder running 
diagonally across the shaft. ) 

At 6.50 on Sunday morning Patrick Burne 
had succeeded in cutting pieces out of the 
side of both ladders and freeing O’Leary’s 
aim. Subsequent efforts were made to haul 
up O'Leary through the shaft of the. well, 
but on each occasion it was found that his 
right thigh was caught in the rungs of the 
ladder. An effort was then made to ut 
the rungs of the ladder, but it was found 
impossible to reach lower than the man's 
head and shouiders. Shortly before 10 a.m. 
on Sundav O'Leary himself managed to cut 
threugh the rungs with a hacksaw, and a 
further effort was made to pull him up. 

‘We then discovered,” minor mós! the 
Superintendent, '' that the man’s other leg 
was entangled. Redmond, Burne and my- 
self went down the well shaft in an effort 
to extricate O'Leary's leg, but owing to the 


narrowness of the shaft we ‘could not get 
iar enough, although our efforts ‘were con- 
tinued until 2 p.m. on Srndav.”” An official

At ó a.m. cn Monday morning, in spite 
of incessant work, only. thiee feet of this 
tunnel had been made owing to a continuous 
fall oí earth. O'Leary was getting weaker, 


in the hepe of reaching him more 
quickly, the earth covering the top of the 
tunnel was removed cnd a clear cutting made 
with the idea of opening up the well shaft 
above the man. 

Struts and sacking were placed over the 

top opening of the well beside t'e coping 
stone in order to minimise the danger of 
stones, falling on the imprisoned man. 
“At about 2 p.m. on Monday, ' continued 
witness, “a fall ef earth occurred. Some of 
this fell into the well, ard O'Leary cried 
out. Some minutes later a heavier fall of 
earth and stones occurred, and no further 
word was heard.” 

The workers redoubled their efforts after 
were in constant danger from the 
tumbling earth and stones coming from the 
concrete coping of the well, and undermining 
the house walls,

DOCTOR’S EVIDENCE 

Dr. C. W. Whitehead, who also had been 
on the scene from Saturday evening last, said 
that in order to examine O'Leary on Tuesda 
at 2 p.m. he had to crawl through the trenc 
on his back. He could then recognise the 
man, whom he found dead. ‘‘ He appeared 
to have been dead from the previous day.” 
Death, in his opinion, was due to suffocation. 

The Coroner, at the conclusion of the in- 
quest, said that in all his medical experience 
he had never come across a sadder case. 
O'Leary had died a shocking death, but he 
was perfectly satisfied that every effort had 
been made to save his life. It might appear 
‘simple, he said, to rescue a man who was 
imprisoned only twenty feet below the sur- 
face of the earth, but the evidence of the 
Superintendent showed the extreme difficulty 
É releasing the man without dismembering 

im. i 

On behalf of the jury he expressed deepest 
sympathy with ihe relatives of the dead man 
who had the kindly thoughts of all Irelan 
in their tragic loss. The jury also paid a 
tribute to the Rev. John O’Connor, the Rev. 
Father Crinnion, the Civic Guards from the 
surrounding barracks, the military, under 
Major O'Connor; Dr. Whitehead and the 
other doctors, the fireman, and the large 
number of voluntary workers, who had toiled 
unceasingly at great personal risk, 

The State Solicitor, expressing sympathy 
on behalf of himself and the State, said that 
he would not be doing his duty if he did not 
refer in particular to some of the gó a8 
engaged in the rescue work—to Patrick 
Burne, Christopher Redmond, George Gam- 
mel, John Hudson, and Dr. Whitehead. He 
thought the attentidh of the proper authori- 
ties should be brought to the heroic conduct 
of Superintendent O'Reilly and Station-

DEFICIENT MILK 


———— 


VIEWS IN THE SENATE 


——_ 


In the Free State Senate, yesterday, on the 
second stage of the Sale of Food and Drugs 
(Milk) Bill, 1934, the principal ES of 
which were explained by Dr, Ward, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health. 

Mr. J. C. DOWDALL said that he thought 
that the bill would ensure that the supply of 
milk would he better than it had been, but he 
did not think that it would altogether wipe 
out fraudulence. 

Mr. COUNIHAN said that there were 
special circumstances when milk from cows 
properly fed and milked did not come up to 
the standard and in such cases honest 
farmers or traders might he fined and dis- 
graced, although they were not responsible. 

Miss KATHLEEN BROWNE said that she 
thought that it was more in the way the 
Acts were administered that the trouble came 
in: There were parts of the country where 
anybody could sell milk without supervision. 

Sir E. COEY BIGGER and Mr. THOMAS 
LINEHAN also welcomed the bill. . 

Mr. COMYN said that it was possible to 
get weak milk by feeding. or breeding, but 
there was something of greater turpitude 
in going to the pump and putting water into 
the milk. 

Mr. CUMMINS said that in England and 
most European countries 80 per cent. of the 
milk sold was either sterilised or was from 
tubercular-tested cattle. 


THE LAW 


Mr. WILSON commented on differences in 

the law in milk prosecutions. In Cork if 
milk which was weak was proved to have 
been straight from the cow there would be 
no conviction, whereas in Dublin a producer 
would be fined £2. The only objection he 
had was with regard to the standard. It 
might well be that the standard would fall 
below three per cent, on a morning 's milk- 
ing. If a farmer did not supply that stan- 
dard, he would be liable to ao for 
omething that the cow was producing. 
: Dr. O'SULLIVAN said that instead of 
killing off calves they should be killing off 
the tubercular cows. The presence of 
tubercular bacillus was more important than 
the absence of fat. 

Mr. COUNIHAN said that it had been 
demonstrated in England that only two per 
cent. of tubercular cows gave tubercular 
milk. 

Dr. WARD said that the standard of 
three per cent. of fat was not very high. 
There was no question that milk would occa- 
sionally fall below three per cent., but if it 
did so the causes which contributed to the 
deficiency could be to a large extent re- 
moved. There were cases even in well-kept 
herds where cows did not produce milk of 
the standard set, and the farmer who made 
a living from that particular branch of agri- 
culture would have to eliminate those cows. 

It had been proved that morning milk from 
the good herds was sometimes deficient in 
milk fats, bus it had been proved by regulat- 
ing the interval of milking that the deficiency 
had been virtually eliminated. A case had 
come to itis notice where a producer had

EMPLOYMENT ON HOUSING 

The MINISTER FOR LOCAL GOVERN- 
MENT AND PUBLIC HEALTH, replying 
to Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.L, Nat.

A CONCESSION WITHDRAWN 


The MINISTER FOR FINANCE proposed 
a financial resolution which, he pe would 
virtually repeal the rection of the Finance 
Act, 1930, which granted a rebate of 25 per 
cent. of the annual tax to be paid on private 
motor cars which on January lst, 1931, were 
five years old or more. He said that the 
concession had been introduced as an experi- 
ment, and it had failed. It involved a loss 
of about £15,000 per year to the Exchequer, 
was difficult to work, and was illogical, It 
did not, for instance, benefit motor cars 
which became five years old in years subse- 
quent to 1951. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that this was the 
ingenious way in which the Minister pro- 
posed to compensate for the £25,000 loss to 
the Exchequer on the Haulbowline refinery. 

Mr. MacENTEE, answering Mr, McGilligan, 
said about 7,000 cars were involved in the 
withdrawal of this concession. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the Minister 
himself had fought: for this concession in 
three successive years. Many old cars had 
been bought because of the rebate which went 
with them. : í 

Mr. THRIFT ne Dublin University) 
said that the logical thing would be to charge 
a lower rate of duty on all old cars and not 
withdraw this concession. A real hardship 
would be inflicted by the withdrawal, because 
a great number of the 7.000 cars affected 
would become unsaleable. 

Mr. DILLON said that the House was 
asked to betray these people by altering an 
essential part of their purchase contracts, 
which was that they got this rebate with the 
old cars.

CONCERT BY ARBOURFIELD 
PLAYERS 


It was rather a pity that there was not a 
bigger audience at the concert given by the 
Arbourfield Players in the Metropolitan Hall, 
Lower Abbey street, Dublin, last night.

At the meeting of the Dublin Corporation 
Housing Committee on Monday, Councillor 
Tom Kelly, T.D., presiding, a letter was read 
from the Local Government Department 
sanctioning the acceptance of the tender of 
Messrs. J. and R. Thompson, Dublin, at 
£33,700 for the erection of a block of flat 
dwellings in North Cumberland,street. Plans 
for a scheme of 72 flat dwellings on the 
vacant site in Watling street were also sub- 
mitted and approved, and, in addition, plans 
for the erection of 182 flat dwellings on the 
Railway street area, being the first section 
of the North City housing scheme, were sub- 
mitted and approved and an order made 
that the proposals in both cases be sub- 
mitted for the approval of the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health. 

At the conclusion of the meeting the 
members visited the buildings at present in 

rogress on the D’Arcy Brewery site in 

ridgefoot street. The buildings, which com- 
prise a number of four-storey blocks variously 
containing two, three and four-room dwell- 
ings, will provide accommodation for 315 
families. An extra block of buildings has 
been begun on the Cook street section and 
the ground floor concrete has been laid. This 
section is to provide for the erection of two 
blocks, containing 55 dwellings, consisting of 
one, two and three-room flats, so that the 
total number of families to be housed on the 
Bridgefoot street and Cook street sections of 
the scheme is 570, More than 300 men are 
rere on the work.

FINANCIAL MOTIONS 


So far the House had progressed but 
little towards getting anything done; but, 
as it is not usual to be too constructive 
in the opening stages of the session, no 
one took this failure to heart. The House 
now was faced on the Order Paper with 
the short and rather redundant sentence : 
**Financial motions by the Minister for 
Finance.” Probably everyone hoped that 
these would be dispensed with in a few 
minutes, so that we could get on to the 
Citizenship Bill, with all its quiet humour 
and delicate fantasy; but it was not to 
be, for three hours after Mr. MacEntee 
had made his opening speech the House 
still was involved in a deep bog of hopeless 
misunderstanding. 

During the Minister’s speech a sheaf of 
typewritten paper had been handed round 
to every member present in the House, 
and the eager curiosity with, which the 
deputies examined their prizes gave rise 
to a loud rustling sound, which served 
completely to drown the Minister’s gentle 
voice. As it turned out later the House 
would have done well to strain every nerve 
to hear the Minister’s remarks; for in 
them, and in them alone, was to be found 
some clue as to the contents of the free 
gift typewritten papers. Some members 
of the Opposition probably realised what 
had been handed to them; for’they pro- 
tested at this sudden inrush of unfamiliar 
matter. The Minister, however, thought 
their complaint unjustifiable. 


A THIRD READING 


The sheaf of papers was headed: 
““ Financial Resolutions, No. 1.” Glancing 
casually through Paragraph 1 I seemed to 
be reading an endless succession of 
printer’s errors; but eventually at the 
third reading I was able to evolve some- 
thing which had the semblance at least of 
reason. Petrol, it seemed, was about to 
rise in price by 6d. For about ten minutes 
Minister and Deputy alike had an eager 
and receptive audience in the Press 
Gallery; but then Mr. Dillon spoiled it 
all by saying that, of course, this resolu- 
tion would not effect the present price of 
petrol.

Belgian Ambassador in london, referred 
appreciatively to Britain’s participation in 
the Saar Force. 

In the British Government’s decision, 
he said, Belgians saw yet another proof 
that Britain was acting up to Mr. 
Anthony Fden’s maxim that '' prevention 
is better than cure.” 

‘* Britain’s interest,” he added, “‘ is to 
prevent Belgium from being involved in 
a war. That is also Belgium’s interest, 
and the fundamental principle of her 
foreign policy.”

A GREAT DEBATE

The Times observes to-day in an editorial 
article:—The Government resolution on 
India—giving them leave to introduce a 
bill on the general lines of the Joint Com- 
mittee’s report—-was carried last night in 
the House of Commons by 410 votes to 127. 
They had asked for an overwhelming 
majority, and they have every reason to 
be satisfied with a result which would 
have been more overwhelming still if the 
division lobbies had accurately represented 
the trend of the three days’ discussion. 
The Labour opposition, acting apparently 
on the theory that it is their business to 
oppose on all occasions, decided in the end 
to vote with the Conservative malcontents 
against the main resolution. Yet their 
own amendment, for which they naturally 
voted first, simply served to show that 
they had no alternative policy to offer, 
and it is significant that their official 
spokesman only yesterday had made an 
earnest appeal to India to work the 
Government scheme. ‘The Liberal opposi- 
tion put forward no amendment of their 
own; they confined their criticism to 
certain points for experts—notably the 
question between direct and indirect elec- 
tion—on which Labour itself is clearly 
divided between expert opinion and party 
sentiment. In the end they voted with 
the Government. Thus the final minority 
consisted of a curious alliance of half- 
hearted Labour, with that group of Con- 
servative members who have been con- 
sistently hostile to the Government’s 
Indian policy, who have tried in vain to 
mobilise their party organisation against 
it, and whose failure in this enterprise was 
conspicuously revealed last week. The 
Queen’s Hall meeting was decisive, inas- 
much as it defined the strength of the 
opposition in the predominant party to 
the main structure of the report. The 
last three days have placed the whole 
Opposition, Right and Left, in its true 
perspective in the House of Commons. 

Thus ended a great debate, well sus- 
tained to its climax in Mr, Baldwin's 
speech last night. 

The debate in the Commons has shown 
abundantly, proceeds The Times, that the 
so-called safeguards—which ‘are really the 
telescoped conventions of whole centuries 
of British evolution in self-government— 
are both necessary and adequate if an 
emergency should require their use. But 
everything will depend in the last resort 
on the accessibility, the tact, the judg- 
ment and the courage of those to whom 


The tentative decision to adjourn the 
Talks was reached at the British Cabinet 
meeting yesterday morning, according to 
information given to the American delega- 
tion in the afternoon by Mr. Craigie, of 
the Foreign Office. 
The Cabinet’s decision is tentative, 
pending word from Tokyo as to the Japa- 
nese reaction to adjournment. It is un- 
derstood in Japanese circles here, how- 
ever, that Japan will not oppose the ad- 
journment of the Talks. 
Although it has been reported that the 
naval delegates will meet again in the 
spring, it is stated in American delegation 
circles that the Talks will be resumed “if, 
and when, there is something to talk 
about.” It is pointed out, however, that 
the British are hosts of the discussions, 
and it remains with them to set the date 
for resumption. 
A Japanese opinion regarding this 
week’s adjournment was expressed by Ad- 
mitral Yamamoto, who said to Keuter yes- 
terday :—‘‘ 1 would rather see the Talks 
eontinne since we have come such a long 
way for them, but I realise that Christ- 
mas and New Year's holidays must be 
taken. It may be the best way to con- 
sider adjournment inevitable.’’ 

INSTRUCTIONS FROM 

TOKYO 

Admiral Yamamoto also declared that 
in the past few days he had had conver- 
gations with the British which caused him 
to cable a report to Tokyo and ask for 
instructions as to procedure. 
‘“These instructions had to do with 
technical questions, on which I was able 
to get a clear understanding of the British 
view. There was only a slight reference 
in my cable to the question regarding ad- 
journment. The understanding I now 
have will affect the future of the discus- 
sions,” he added. 
When the delegates resume their dis- 
cussions next year—as it is assumed they 
will—a new situation will face them, as 
Japan, in the meantime, will have abro- 
gated the Washington Naval Treaty. 
The points of view of the United States 
and Japan are unchanged from what they 
were when the Talks began. They are 
still as irreconcilable, writes Renter's 
Diplomatic Correspondent. 

Japan insists on a new naval treaty, to 
replace the Washington Treaty, on parity 


| and global tonnage. 


The American view is that “equality 
of security’’ is guaranteed by the Wash- 
ington Treaty, and, therefore, it should be 
kept with minor adjustments. There has 


never been any weakening in the 
American refusal to grant parity to 
Japan.

““ A complete settlement of the outstand- 
ing questions between France and Italy is 
imminent.’’ This important declaration 
was made by M. Henry Berenger, President 
-of the Senate Foreign Affairs’ Commission, 
and former French Ambassador to the 
United States, on leaving Rome to-day 
after conferring with Signor Mussolini on 
the forthcoming visit of M. Laval, the 
French Foreign Minister, to the Italian 
capital, 

The settlement, continued M. Berenger, 
in an interview with the correspondent of 
the newspaper L’Information, “will be 
accompanied by a declaration of friendship 
which will enable the two great Latin 
nations to collaborate in Europe and also 
in Africa.”’ 

It is learned in well-informed quarters 
in Paris that no date has yet been fixed for 
M. Laval’s departure to Rome, but it will 
probably be early next year, if not before. 

While substantial agreement has already 
been reached on specifically Franco- 
Italian questions, such as the Libyan 
frontier and the status of Italians in Tunis, 
M. Laval prefers not to embark on a 
tete-c-tete with the Duce until he has re- 
ceived the assurance that Italian policy in 
Central Europe, particularly towards the 
Little Entente, will be brought into line 
with the French. 

It is considered here, however, . that 
Italvy’s conciliatory attitude at Geneva has 
created a more propitious atmosphere for a 
Franco-Italian Entente than at any time 
since Fascism’s advent to power.

MR. CHURCHILL’S 


CRITICISM 


Mr. Churchill said that this was one of the 
most momentous subjects dealt with by the 
House in the past 100 years. In this matter 
of the Indian Constitution, it was the 
Socialist Party who bad their way. It was 
their plan which was embodied in the White 
Paper, and it was their plan which emerged 
with some additions, from the report of the 
Joint Select Committee 

Many false analogies had been drawn 
from the cases of Ireland, and of South 
Africa. He did not intend to shirk his 
responsibility in regard to either of those 
countrjes. tn Ireland they tried to make a 
bargain with opposing forces. The result 
was disappointment and disillusion. In 
India there was no one to deal with—nobody 
that could execute their side of an agree- 
ment: How should “we stand in India in 
ten years’ time? British authority would 
have ‘been weakened in every part, We 


_should have shifted the axis, and altered the 


focus of Indian loyalty, They were told 


they should still be keeping an army 
in India. Well, the British Army was 
not so far from Ireland, and no 


one had ever dreaméd of using it there. 
There was no real, practical unity in India 
outside British rule, and in so far as the 
Services were Indianised unity would pass 
away until the only unity left was a hatred 
of all foreigners, 


STR A. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
VIEW 


Sir Austen Chamberlain, speaking of the 
Irish’ analogy; said that ‘he ‘shared with Mr. 
Churchill the responsibilities, of the Irish 
Treaty, and, like him, he felt grave dis- 
appointment at the result. But if Mr. 
Churchill meant to say that if he were faced 
again with conditions which then confronted 
them he would refuse to admit ary form of 
settlement, he disagreed with him. Badly 
a3 that Treaty had turned out, he ‘still held 
to the hope that in that Treaty reconciliation 
would be found. But what hearing had the 
Irish Treaty upon these Indian proposals? 
It was introduced merely for prejudice, and 
not for reason. To strengthen the Govern- 
ment of India they must bring .in the body 
of Indian public opinion to support it.. That 
could only be done by initiating them into 
the responsibilities of government. 

Mr. George Lansbury (Leader of the 
Opposition) said that the Labour Party 
would not obstruct the measure when it came 
before the House, but would discuss it in a 
rational manner. 


MR. BALDWIN’S REPLY 
Mr. Baldwin, replying to the debate, said 
that the Government stood by all pledges 
that had been given. and made no distinction 
between them. The Government had, 
within the last. few days, received assur- 
ances, both from the Government of India 
and the Provincial Governments, that. in 
their view, these proposals were workable, 
and that they had people to work them.

THE PROPOSAL 

On the second stage of the Shannon 
Fisheries Bill, 1934, 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that the bill proposed to 
enable the Electricity Supply Board, where 
compensation was due by it to owners of 
fisheries in respect of damage done to such 
fisheries, to acquire such fisheries in lieu of 
paying compensation; also to enable it to 
acquire sr other fishery on the Shannon 
that it wished to bring under its control and 
management. 

Mr. T. JOHNSON asked why the bill was 
brought forward before the report of the 
inguiry into the inland fisheries was avail- 
bhí. The effect of ‘be bill was, in his 
gna either to prejucice the findings of 
the inquiry or to make it impossible for that 
inquiry to have any effect upon the Shannon 
fisheries. 

Mr. COMYN said that fisheries were a 
greater source of litigation quarrelling and 
discontent than any othe: branch of human 
activity, not excepting laad, and certainly 
not tug the a Baaina of the River 
Shannon. here was an absolute necessity 
of convincing the fishermen that their claims 
would be settled by an impartial person. 

Mr. BAGWELIL asked if the measure 
applied only to those waters vested in the 
Electricity Supply Board, or te the River 
Shannon, its tributaries, lakes and head- 
waters stretching over thousands of miles. 
Did it involve the abolition of all private 
ownership in the Shannon area? 

Colonel MOORE said ‘that in his view a 
committe’ should be set up to control the 
Shannon fisheries rather than hand them 
over to the Electricity Board. 

Mr. Mi. DUFFY said that there was a 
considerable volume of opinion that if the 
Shannon were developed to the full extent as 
a fishery it would be a greater asset than 
as a means of generating electricity. 

He supported the suggestion that the bill 
be withdrawn until they had an opportunity 
of reconciling its provisions with the recom- 
mendations of the Inland Fisheries Commis- 
sion, which' he believed would be available 
within three or four months. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that there was evidence that 
the operation of the Shannon works had 
recirced the run of fish which entered the 
river. Works must be undertaken if the fish 
were to ascend the river to the spawning 
beds. and the Shannon fisheries were not to 
be destroyed for a large number of years. 
Any reduction would not be felt immediately. 

Last year not only was there a reduced 
number of fish going up to spawn, but owing 
to the drought the spawning beds themselves 
became exposed to the depredation of birds, 
with the result that immens’ damage was 
done to the fisheries. 

The bili was not imposed to get the 
Electricity Board out of a dilemma, ‘Ihe 
Board was created by the State, and there 
was no difference between giving the owner- 
ship of these fisheries to that semi-State 
institution and giving it to the State itself. 
Tha only. practical alternative was for the 
State itself to establish another organisation 
for the purpose, and then they would have 
two rival organisations on the Shannon. 


ABBEY FISHERMEN 

The case had been made that the Abbey 
fishermen should be allowed to remain un- 
disturbed, but that was impossible. If it 
were allowed the whole idea of development 
of the Shannon fisheries would have to be 
dropped. These fishermen were not only to 
be paid full compensation for the acquisition 
of their property, but compensation for the 
loss of their emplyment. Those who had 
been getting a livelihood with draft or drift 
nets on .the tidal waters would not be at 
a loss, but there would be no acdition to 
them. 

There was no doubt that the Shannon vas 
over-fished. There were too many mb 
and nets operated in the estuary, and there 
was too much fishing in the fresh waters. 
It was quite aniú that the Electricity 
Board might not be interested in & of 
the Bhannon tributaries, and might for the 
time being confine their activity to fisheries 
on the fresh waters of the Shannon. The 
intention, he understood, was that a sub- 
sidiary company should be formed which 
would: exercise for the Electricity Supply 
Board the functions of management. 


FUTURE OF FISHERIES 


It was not correct to state that the 
Shannon works alone were destroying the 
fisheries, although they undoubtedly destroyed 
some fisheries and interfered with the river 
to a considerable extent. It was regarded as 
essential to the future of the Shannon fisheries 
that this change over should take place now, 
and in the form contemplated by the Govern- 


ment, 

Mr, BAGWELL said that his question as 
to whether all the fisheries to be acquired 
would be paid for, or dealt with by confisca- 
tion, had not been answered. 

‘Mr. LEMASS replied that it was proposed 
to enable the Electricity Board to acquire 
these fisheries on the basis of payment of com- 
pensation decided by an arbitrator. 

Mr. JAMESON said that he had never 
known a bill affecting so many rights and 
values to have been disposed of by the Senate 
in an hour’s discussion on the second reading. 
He asked if the debate was now closed. 

The CHAIRMAN said that apparently no- 
body else wished to speak, and he had called 
on the Minister to close the discussion.

GREAT EXPECTATIONS 

In reply to Mr. MeGILLIGAN (U.I., 
National University), the MINISTER FOR 
INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE said that he 
did not know the directors of the firm that 
would manufacture the petrol. A refinery, he 
continued, was being set up in Hawlbowline 
after considerable discussion between repre- 
sentatives of his department and the repre- 
sentatives of various oil interests.

He said that certain exemptions from stamp 
duty had been exterded to the Corporations of 
Dublin, Dún Laoghaire and Limerick under 
an Act of 1930, and the resolution was de- 
signed to remove that anomaly.

FARMERS DRAWING 
ON CAPITAL 


WORSE PAID THAN THEIR 
WORKERS

DROGHEDA, Wednesdays 


In a lecture on ‘‘ The Purchasing Power 
of Irish Free State Farmers in 1933,’’ de- 
livered in Drogheda last night, under the 
auspices of the Drogheda Chamber of Com- 
merce, Professor Joseph Johnston, T.C.D., 
Barrington Lecturer in Economics, stated 
that it seemed to him on a rough estimate 
that the farmers’ purchasing power was 
reduced in recent years by as much as 
twenty million pounds per year. From his 
calculations the net income of farmers in 
1933 was not more than one pound per 
acre, but actually there were such varia- 
tions that the large farmer probably 
suffered a loss, not a gain, and any profits 
made went to the thirty-acre farmers. The 
money receipts of farmers were, perhaps, 
twenty-six million pounds in 1933, and 
(say) twenty-four millions in 1934; out of 
that had to be paid five millions for animal 
feed, fertilisers and seeds ; five millions for 
rates and annuities, farm tools and 
machinery. That left fourteen millions in 
1934 for over five hundred thousand 
farmers and their 135,000 paid workers, 
the latter getting nearly seven millions 
and leaving the other seven millions for 
the five hundred thousand farmers and 
their families; a loss of money income of 
about 65 per cent. They should con- 
clude, he said, that the farmers were much 
worse off than their workers if the farmers 
lived within their net money incomes. 
Actually they must have been drawing on 
a and savings to the extent of fifteen 
millions a year, and the diminishing fund 
is being depleted at an increasing rate. 
“This continued expenditure by our 
farmers out of capital has kept our country 
towns going up till now, but the reservoir 
will soon be empty and so will the town,’’ 
said the lecturer. ‘‘ We may possibly 
succeed where others have failed in build- 
ing an industrial palace on an agricultural 
swamp ; anyhow our townsfolk are march- 
ing gaily to a promised land, but our 
country folk are marching in the opposite 
direction on the bleeding stumps of their 
amputated export limbs.”’

, as against 130 last year, and many of 
the stock on exhibition veached a high 
standard of merit. There were some very 
middling cattle forward, due to the increased 
en from who were desirous of 
making use of the show simply as a market, 
and without any intention of winning prizes. 
Features of the show were the remarkably 
fine display of Aberdeen-A cattle and 
the. big list of special and other prizes 
carried off by exhibits from the herd of Mrs, 
D'Arcy Thompson. Not only did she win 
the showyard championship, but she also 
secured the top price of the day, 41s. per cwt. 
live-weight. None of the cups was won 
out, but, at the sale conducted by 
Messrs. P. Bligh and Son, prize-winners_met 
with a fairly good demand at something over 
the minimum prices. 

Prime conditioned stock, not winners,

Professor Savo“y, who spoke in French, 
said that he would treat the writer as a 
historian rather than as a literary critic, for 
as it had been Zola’s intention to ve 


behind him volumes forming one com 

whole, they had to consider the work accord- 
ingly. was convinced that the influence 
of a good book could only be for good, and 
he measured the creative of a writer 


| by the material proportions of his work. By 


the mass of his prose he tried to drive home 
his ideas of art and life. 

Zola was born in Paris. and when he was 
three years of age his parents moved to Aix- 
en-Provence, where his. father died about 
four years later. From his twelfth to his 
eighteenth year he was in school in Aix 
and during that period he came under the 
influence of the romantic writers of the 
Hugal school. However, the succeeding years 
in Paris, spent in scenes of sordid poverty, 
soon destroyed his happy illusions and made 
him detest romanticism for ever afterwards. 
Nevertheless he remained in many ways a 
Romantic. 

In Paris he attended the Lycee St, Louis 
but he left school finally, badly educa 
and ignorant of the literature of all the 
modern countries; including his own France. 
Failing to take a degree he obtained a posi- 
tion in a warehouse, but soon tired of it, and 
for the next three years he suffered the 
greatest poverty. When he obtained a 
position on the staff of a publishing firm he 
was brought into contact with writers of 
all kinds, and this led to his devoting all his 
spare time to writing. 

A series of short tales, ‘‘ Contes & Ninon”’ 
—evidently reminiscences of Musset—opened 
to him the doors of the newspapers, where 
the violence of the literary and artistic 
criticisms, which he directed against the 
work cf his contemporaries, soon attracted 

ubli¢ attention, These articles published 
ater in book form under the title ‘* Mes 
Haines,’’ made his name known. 

In 1866 his novel ‘‘ Thérése Raquin ’’ caused 
bitter polemics, and had little real success. 
His first financial success came with 
‘ L’Assommoir,”’ published exactly ten years 
later in 1876. This study of the neuropathic 
manifestations of alcoholism aroused public 
indignation by its crude realism, but it made 
Zola's fortune. 

In “ L’Assommoir” Zola described a tall, 
dark house inhabited by people of the work- 
ing class in the last Tri. nar of poverty and 
vice. At that period Zola lived in a garret 
overlooking the City of Paris. The spectacle 
fascinated his vision, and each of the five 
parts of his next novel, ‘‘Page d'Amour,” 
finished with a description of Paris; Paris 
in the spring, in the winter, in the glory of 
summer, at surset, under the autumn rain. 

Experience was at that time weaning Zola 
more and more from the style of the 
Romantics. He preferred to live in a present 
which brought him suffering and exercised 
the power of his will, 


MODERN INDUSTRY 


The development of modern industry, en- 
tailing the transformation of modern life 
seemed to him to offer the artist unknown 
resources of beauty. Whilst Renan, after 
the first World Exhibition of 1867, had de- 
plored the triumphs of industrial civilisation 
as being inimical to the free life of thought, 
Zola’s imagination—like Hugo’s—made him 
exalt the triumph of machinery to the point 
of confounding material with human pro- 
gress, ‘‘ There can be no literature,” Zola 
said; ““no social expression outside the 
society of which we form a part and of the 
surroundings in which we live.” 

Life revealed itself to Zola only by the 
emotion of the senses, and, therefore, violent 
expression seemed to him the necessary form 
of sincere conviction. He confounded liberty 
of thought with brutal statement of facts. 
Zola “w. móir that the one supreme enemy 
to be conquered by mankind, the one great 
source of all evil, was the longing for an 
ideal, faith in mystery, belief in the unknown. 
To know the present reality was to his 
mind quite sufficient, Art, he believed, 
was sobs found in real life, and the whole of 
life in visible reality. To see and express 
everything was, in his opinion, the real 
remedy for delusions of the imagination, All 
Zola’s criticism was founded on his desire for 
immediate certainty and for tangible truth. 

It happened that Zola’s ideas were strictly 
in conformity with those of his time. There 
was at that period in France, in all degrees 
of intellectual} and social life, a widespread 
reaction against romanticism. There had 
been an Bo a ia of naturalism or positi- 
vism before Zola’s time, but what Zola did 
was to formulate its theories, to afford it 
literary expression, and to push it to its 
extreme limits. 

To observe nature exactly as she was, 
without attempting to idealise her—such was 
the general plan of his Rougon-Macquart 
series of novels in which he endeavoured to 
trace the fate of one family stretching over 
four generations and divided into three prin- 
cipal branches—the Rougons, the Mourets, 
and the Macquarts. The first volume of the 
series, “‘La Fortune des Rougon,” appeared 


in 1871. the last, the nineteenth, 
“Le Docteur Pascal,” in 1895. 
The most rigorous method underlay the 


whole. Every detail was so perfectly planned 
that each character appeared to be the 
poe of the exact period in which he 
ived, that is, the result of the events which 
happered to him and around him, In order 
to be exactly informed on every point, Zola 
accumulated information of every kind and 
studied the terminology of all the various 
trades to which he gave his heroes. 

The Paris that he depicted was a Paris 
that he knew, but when he described the fall 
of the Second Empire he was too far out 
of touch with contemporary events to be 
able to treat his subject other than as 
historical. 

The trait common to all the Rougon- 
Macquart family, the trait which he 
explained as either their fortune or their 
ruin, was brutal lust. The members of one 
branch of the family were described as 
attaining fortune, those of another branch 
as remaining poor, but respectable; the 
members of the third branch he painted un- 
speakably degraded through drink. In no 
case did Zola comment on what he described, 
his object was to examine men’s characters 
and passions, human and social facts, as a 
chemist, physicist or physiologist observes and 
experiments. The resnit was that his 
characters, as individuals, had no real life. 
On the other hand, Zola had a marvellous 
faculty for describing crowds, the crowds of 
Paris, crowds of the mining centres, crowds of 
msurgent peasants, in the South of France, 
crowds of believers turned towards the 
Cathedrals of Lourdes, 

‘* Lourdes’’ (1894), of course, belonged, with 
‘Rome’ (1896), and ''Paris' (1898), to the 
series of Zola’s last novels, “Les Trois 
Villes.” They might be grouped with the 
four ‘‘Gospels,’’ which he had announced 
‘‘ Féconditée,”’ ‘‘ Travail,” ‘ Veritée’’ and 
“Justice.” The first three appeared in 1899, 
1900 and 1902, The fourth was never written. 


DREYFUS AFFAIR 


The “Evangiles’*’ appeared during his sta 
in England, where he had fled after the 
condemnation pronounced on him for the part 
that he had taken in the Dreyfus affair, by 
his famous letter ‘‘J’accuse,’’ in which he 
accused by name some of the highest military 
authorities in France. i 

From these later novels it was clear that 
the experiences which Zola had undergone 
during the famous ‘‘Affair,”’ the martyrdom 
which he had endured for the sake of his 
opinions, had brought to life in him a thirst 
for justice, and almost a tentative conviction 
that the value of life did not consist entirely 
in material reality, but in certain spiritual 
qualities of mankind,

W “w the agricultural policy of the 


Free State Government anchored to 
the development of wheat-growing, tt 
is pleasing to record its initial success; but 
the hindrances appear to be as solid as here- 
tofore, and they are not, so far, being 
ameliorated. Reports from most parts of 
the country indicate that the acreage under 
wheat this autumn is greater than last season. 
No doubt, the weather of the past three 
seasons has been favourable, and farmers 
have been only too ready to make use of a 
fine October -to cultivate and sow ground 
which would otherwise have to be attended 
to in the. spring.. It spreads over labour 
better, and lessens the spring work, 

There is no evidence, however, that any 
appreciable area of fresh ground—in other 
words, grass land—is being broken up, and 
until this is achieved the country will never 
have an adequate wheat area. The present 
agricultural policy of the Government is not 
conducive to the development they seek, and 
the cost is quite evident—the paralysis of the 
stall-feeding and young stock-raising industry, 
which provides the requisite manure for the 
land, is threatened; and only in circum- 
stances of war will any practical agriculturist 
continue to till land without rotational 
manure, 


Providing Farmyard Manure 


Assuming that the cattle industry and the 
housing of animals is to be further reduced— 
which js inevitable in the absence of some 
better prospect—farmers will have to be 
steadily educated to some system of green 
manuring, or some practical method will have 
to be found of utilising for manure the bulk 
of the wheat straw, to which otherwise a 
match would be most economically applied. 
In countries where wheat is extensively 
grown, including England, the straw has 
always been a problem, and the methods now 
referred to are past the experimental stage. 

The Government could take over some of 
the better-class lands and make use of the 
rapidly increasing number of unemployed to 
till them for wheat. Such lands, however, 
would probably revert to waste?” as few 
eople would be found to take up a tenancy 
ite, and the State would lose its value for 
annuity and rating purposes. 


Wanted—An Outlet for Stock 


So long as the present amount of bounty is 
paid, wheat will be grown, but it will only 
be to replace other grain crops, and the 
development will be limited. What the 
farmer wants is an outlet for his stock so that 
ordinary root and oat crops will be grown 
for them, and, in addition, the continuance of 
the wheat bounty to encourage that crop. 
Something more is needed. We cannot 
always count on a fine autumn for sowing 
winter wheat—such are not inherent in our 
climatic history—and a good spring wheat 
will have to be developed. The experience 
of Canada and the Northern States can be 
drawn upon for this, and it is surprising that 
the Government has done so little in this 
regard, if we omit certain plant-breeding 
tests conducted by Mr. M. Caffrey at the 
Albert College. i 
We have also to learn that, steps are being 
taken to make permanent provision for new 
and invigorated seed. We now appear to be 
depending on change of seed from farmer to 
farmer, or on supplies of Wilhelmina and 
Squarehead Master from England. If from 
any circumstance the present policy of wheat- 
growing development should fail, the time is 
opportune for a large-scale experimentation 
of all the possibilities. his ought to be 
done before the Government even consider 
what is obviously their intention—namely, to 
extend wheat-growing by compulsion if the 
present method should fail.

WHEAT AND BARLEY Goop 


In its report on agricultural conditions in 
Saorstat Eireann on lst December, 1934. the 
Department of Agriculture states that during 
November pastures continued to afford a 
reasonable amount, of keep for outlying stock ; 
and at the end of the mont farmers 
generally were well supplied with stocks of 
grain, fodder, and ropts, although the 
reserves of hay and turnips were smaller than 
at the corresponding period of last vear. 
Indications also pointed to smaller quantities 
of oats being held on the farms for feeding 
owing to the better prices obtainable for that 
cereal on the market. On the whole the 
prospects for the wintering of stock were not 
unsatisfactory. 

_ Live-stock were reported to be healthy and 
in fair condition. No serious outbreaks of 
diseaso were notified from any district, 


Grain Supplies 


The final yields of the wheat crop were 
above the average and the quality of the 
grain good. The bulk of the wheat of mill- 
able quality was disposed of by growers 
before the close of November at prices 
averaging around 17s. to 17s. 6d. per barrel. 
The barley crop was up to average in yield 
and. the quality fairly good. Practically 
the whole of the crop intended for sale was 
sold before the end of November at prices 
ranging from 14s. to 14s. 6d. per barrel. ‘The 
oat crop. yielded. well below the average, 
and the quality was not up to normal in 
most districts. Demand for oats was fairly 
keen during the month at prices ranging from 
lls. 6d. to 14s. per barrel for white oats, 
and about Is. less for black, according to 
quality and district, 


Flax 


So far the yields from scutched fibre are 
well above the average and the quality good. 
There was a steady demand for the fibre dur- 
ing the month at prices ranging up to 70s, per 
cwt., and as high as 75s. for outstanding lots. 


Satisfactory Potatoes 


The balance of the potato crop was lifted 
and pitted before the close of the month of 
November. The yield was well above average, 
althougl. below that of last year, which was 
the third highest on record. Slightly more 
traces of disease were noticeable in the tubers 
than at the corresponding date last year, and 
greater evidence. of blight than was to have 
been anticipated from the condition of the 
foliage; but the total proportion of diseased 
tubers was not such as to give cause for 
anxiety. Markets were well supplied during 
the month at prices ranging up to 4s. per 
cwt., according to quality and district. The 
demand for seed in the districts in which 
seed production is followed was satisfactory. 


Mangels, Turnips and Sugar-Beet 


The mange! crop was lifted and stored 
during the month. The yield varied over the 
country, but on the whole was around the 
average. Turnips improved in growth during 
the month, but it was generally anticipated 
that the final yields will be well below 
average. ‘The sugar beet crop was harvested 
in most districts at the close of the month. 
The yield was reported to be satisfactory. 


Winter Cereals and Catch Crops 

Catch crops were sown to a limited extent, 
and the area devoted to that purpose was 
reported to be rather smaller than was the 
case last year. Only a small area of winter 
oats was sown. 

The greater part of October was unfavour- 
able for wheat sowing owing to the wet 
condition of the land; but during the last 
three weeks of November farmers ih nearly 
every district were busily engaged at this 
work, and by the close of the month a very 
large acreage was sown. From reports re- 
ceived from every county in Saorstat Eireann 
it is estimated that the total area which will 
be devoted to wheat growing this year will 
be almost double last year’s acreage. Early- 
sow crops were over the ground at the 
end of the month and were growing well. 


The Cattle Trade 


Fairs held during the month were well 
supplied with cattle. During the month an 
Order was made by the Minister for Agr'- 
culture under the Slaughter of Cattle and 
Sheep Act, 1934, fixing the minimum price 
to be paid for fat bullocks and heifers at 
25s. per cwt., live-weight (since reduced to 
22s. for export). Owing to forestalling to 
some extent the demand for fat cattle during 
the month was less active than usual,

Sheep 


Flocks continued in good health and con- 
dition. The appearance of liver fluke dis- 
ease was reported from several districts, but 
prompt remedial treatment checked the 
attack, and no serious losses were notified. 
Markets were well supplied during the month, 
and, although trade continued active, prices 
on the whole tended lower. 

Pigs 

The total number of .pigs marketed at the 
various centres in Saorstat Eireann during 
November was about the same as in the pre- 
ceding month. Prices for pigs suitable for 
the bacon-curing industry ranged from 47s. 
to 49s. 9d. per cwt. dead weight, or approxi- 
mately 35s. ód. to 37s, ód. on the live weight 
basis. Bonhams were on offer in increased 
numbers, and the average range of prices for 
those of 12 weeks old was from 18s. to 
each, according to quality. It was reported 
that a definite increase was noticeable in the 
breeding stocks. 

There was no marked change in the de- 
mand-or the prices of horses during the 
month. 2 


The supplies of milk reaching the creameries 
were above the average for the time of year. 


OPPORTUNITY FOR F RUIT- 
GROWERS 


INCREASING HOME DEMAND 


Una farmers to ' grow more fruit,” 
in the course of a broadcast from 
: Athlone, Mr. P, Duffy, A.R.C.Sc.I., 
said :—The consumption of fruit in Saorstát; 
Eireann may be put at about 1,125,000: ewts. 
per annum. Of this, over 900,000 ewts., or 
nearly nine-tenths are imported ard at a cost 
of over £1,000,000. If we add the value of 
imported tomatoes, we pay out annually 
nearly one-and-a-quarter mill@®n pounds for 
imported fruit. 

Citrous fruits—oranges, grape-fruit, lemons 
—account for over 340,000 ewts. of our fruit 
imports; currants, raisins and other dried 
fruits for 145,000 ewts., and bananas for 
75,009 cwts. 


8,000 Acres More Wanted 


Apples and other fresh fruit, together with 
tinned and bottled fruits are imported to a 
total of over 350,000 cwt, per year. This repre- 
sents an import that can be largely replaced 
by home-grown fruit. We cannot, except to a 
limited extent, replace bananas, citrous fruits 
and dried fruits by home-grown produce, but 
we can definitely raise at least two-thirds of 
the apples, stone fruit, bush fruits, straw- 
berries and practically all the bottled and 
tinned fruit we now import. Putting it at a 
modest estimate, we could. with little diffi. 
culty, grow at home 250,000 cwts. of the fruit 
we now import each year. This would need 
an area of over 8,000 acres, or an. increase of 
over 100 per cent. on our present fruit area, 
bringing the total area under fruit to 15,000 
acres, 

We have a Home market which is 
guaranteed to the home producer as far as he 
can fil! it. It has an immediate monev value 
of £250,000 per year, which will steadily in- 
crease, so that in a few years it should reach 
the half million mark. 


Apple-Growing 


The apple is the most important of our 
home-grown fruits, and we have room for a 
big increase in its cultivation. Our cooking 
apples” are unsurpassed for quality and 
flavour, and can be stored to” keep well on 
into the following spring. There are few 
areas under 600 feet above sea-level wherd 
cooking varieties cannot be grown success- 
fully. The areas suited to the successful 
cultivation of dessert Varieties are not so 
widespread, bat there are several districts 
where these varieties can be produced on a 
commerciai scale and of excellent quality 
and tlavour. East Meath, South Kilkenny, 
South Tipperary, and the Blackwater Valley 
in Cork and West Waterford are a few such 
areas. With a little effort and organisation 
we could raise all the apples. needed in the 
Saorstat from mid-August to March. 


Next in importance to the apple come the 
bush fruits and strawberries, and there ure 
few holdings in the country where some cne 


or more of these cannot be grown. The stone 
fruits—-plums, damsons and cherries--end 
pears require warm, sheltered conditions ; but 
there are extensive areas where these truits 
can be produced successfully on a commercial 
scale. The Duleek-Julianstown district m 
East Meath, the district around b.!lyhoe Lake 
near Carrickmacross, and the inn Valley and 


Ballindrait, district in County L-onegal, are 
areas where stone fruits have been cr!tivated 
successfully for over century. There are 
many other areas, particularly in limestone 


localities, where stone fruits wil thrive, 


Need for Organisation 


Fruit-growers have now a splendid opror- 
tunity, if they become organised, to capture 
a substantial amount of the -noney leaving the 
country for fruit. In many parts of tke 
country the efforts of the Fruit-Growers’ 
Association are having a beneficial effect All 
fruit-growers should, in thelr own in- 
terests, become organised and try to regu- 
late supplies of fruit on the market to 
quantities sufficient to meet the demands, and 
packed and graded in such a way as to meet 
the requirements of the consumers and the 
trade. It is no use having the market 
glutted with fruit ungraded and badly be 


one week and little or no fruit the following 
week. If an economic price is to be ex- 
pected, supplies must be regular. The loca] 


and national fruit shows are doing useful 
work by educating growers in the matter of 
acking and grading. 

Small-holders frequently hesitate to devote 


any of their land to fruit, as they regard 
the area so used as so much taken away 
from their holding. This is an entirely 
mistaken view. In the early years after 
planting fruit trees the land can be inter- 
eropped with the ordinary farm crops gener- 
ally used in the rotation. Then as the trees 


develop the orchard may be meadowed or 
even grazed by shee>. But, undoubtedly, 
the best method of utilising the orchard plot 
onAhe average Irish small farm is to make 
a poultry run of it. The site will be in- 
variably dry and with a good aspect, so that 
it will be ideal for poultry, while the poultry 
will be helpful to the fruit crop by keeping 
injurious insects in check and fertilising the 
soil, 


THE PRICE OF TURKEYS 


always represents a first class gamble. 
Some sellers are lucky; others strike 
a bad market, and there is no redress. The 
export bounty has now been brought up to 
a figure equal to the tariff, so that exporters 
should be able to operate more freely ;+ but 
soft, muggy weather, such as that recently 
experienced, is against the trade, as the 
birds will not keep or cannot be got across 
and into coid stores in time. The bird 
usually in demand weighs from 12lb. to 
141b., but it must be in good condition, and 
the usual care should be taken as regards 
fasting before killing.
